WHAT TO DO IN EMERGENCIES. 


In Case of Accident It Is Well to Know 
What Ja Here Sald. ! 

What to do in cases of eme gency is 
an important subject, and information 
on it snould be cither committed to inem- 
ory or else so placed as to be easily arail- 
able in time of need. 

Burns of the eye by calcium or lime 
are not very common, yet it is useful to 
know how totreat them. In the event 
of lime getting into the eye or around 
the front of the eyelids it is well to re- 
member, until the arrival of medical at- 
tendance, that in no case must water be 
used. Washing with vinegar will neu- 
tralize the caustic properties of the lime, 
and any fractional bits may afterwards 
be removed by the use of a feather or 
camel» air brush lightly applied, or if 
neither is at hand, by linen folded toa | 
point. Arute inflammation of the eye 
anust be looked for afier such an acci- 
Cent. Even with immediate medical aid 
the eye may be much damaged, but | 
without it the organ may be sacrificed. 

I would like to call attention to a 
ggmedy which possesses such wonderful | 
therapeutic powers in the cure of almost 
e!l known wounds that it deserves a | 
place in every household. It is called 
jodoform and comes in the form of a | 
powder. It has no equal in the cure of 
chronic sores or ulcers, as well as cuts 
and wounds of all kinds. Its value as a 
remedy has been somewhat impeded by 
its odor, which is the only objectionable | 
feature about it, but for the sake of a) 
speedy cure this can be tolerated. It is 
used in-all hospitals throughout the 
world and recommended by the medical 
profession in every land. It is an in- | 
gredient of all ulcer ointments now- | 
edays. It is best used in conjunction | 
with some vehicle, such as vaseline 
in the proportion of one drachm of 
jodoform to one and a half ounces of | 
vaseline. Itis well tohave it carefully 
and prominently marked “Poison, for | 
external use only.” Use it by spreading | 
upon lint and bandage it to the wound | 
twice aday. When removing and be- |
